They must 
understand that the election of any 
man to the Presidency who would veto 
a free-coinage bill, means defeat. It 
means more; it means continued disas- 
tar to our industries and increased 
poverty to the masses of our people. 

“Under the Sherman law.“ he contin- 
med, “there was a diminution of the 
amount of free gold in a gradually-de- 

creasing scale, but not enough to cause 
any alarm. During the entire year 
_ 1891 and the entire vear 1892, there was 
approximately as much gold as there 
was during 1884 and 1885. If the secret 
history of the year 1892 shall ever be 
written, it will disclose the fact, which 
cannot be proven now, but of which 1 
have not the slightest doubt, that the 
gold ring of New York, which embraces 
nearly afl the bankers in the Eastern 
and Middle States and the. stock-gam- 
dlers of Wall street, controlled the 
Presidential nominations of both the 
Democratic and Repbulican parties and 
had an understanding with the man- 
agers or with both the candidates 
themselves in regard to what policy 
should be pursued toward our finances, 
They contributed money for the boom- 
ing of Mr. Cleveland as the only availa- 
ble Democratic candidate and they 
abused and ridiculed every other Demo- 
cratic aspirant. ’ 

“There was plain evidence to show 
that the President himself had weak- 
ened on tariff reform and that the 
financial plank was cunningly drafted 
s0 as to satisfy both gold and silver 
men, with the intention that it should 
be interpreted,if Cléveland was elected, 
as meaning the cessation of silver coin- 
age and the forcing of a gold standard 
upon the people. Whether the scheme 
Was agreed to by the President in per- 
son or not and whether he bound him- 
self in plain terms or not, will perhaps 
never be known. His course has been 
unswerving in the absolute contradic- 
tion of his public profession and letter 
of acceptance.” 

There has been no trouble with the 
gold reserve, the Senator assertéd, 
and no hint of any loss of confidence 
in the national credit until about the 
time of the last Presidential election. 
Then for the first time we got a 
glimpse of the conspiracy which he 
had referred to before. Secretary Fos- 
ter, he said, gave the holders of green- 
_ backs and treasury notes the option of 
haying government paper cashed in 

gold and silver and as they all de- 
manded gold, the gold in the treasury 
rapidly ran down. The financial pa- 
pers took up the cry of the country

“To make good this charge,” Mr. 
Tillman argued, the record shows that 
when President Cleveland came into 
power in March, 1893, d could call

Congress together to stop the coinage 
of silver.“ 

Discussing the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law which 
followed, he said: 

“Democrats and Republicans vied with 
each other in the furtHerance of the 
policy which had been formulated and 
steadily pursued by the Senator from 
Ohio. When the Senate met, there 
was an acknowleged majority of men 
open and outspoken in their determina- 
tion to stand by the white metal and 
who were elected on that issue. But 
the process of debauchery began and 
slowly the Senate yielded. In ninety 
days the deed was done and the chains 
were riveted on the wrist of the toil- 
ing millions. Did the raid on the treas- 
ury stop?“ 

Discussing. then the tariff bill, which 
passed in the regular session following. 
he said: “It is true he (the President) 
did not sign and allow it to become 
a law without approval, but here again 
we have a spectacle of hypocritcal as- 
sumption of superiority to his party 
which has always marked his career. 
The tariff law which he repudiated as 
unworthy, involving ‘party perfidy. and 
party dishonor,’ is the sheet anchor to 
which he clings.” : 

And again, referring to the President: 
“If he was honest at the start, and I 
am willing to grant that much, his as- 
sociation with Wall street and his con- 
nection with wealthy men has de- 
bauched his conscience and destroyed 
all sympathy with the masses.“ 
Further on, in discussing the gold 
question, he said: 

“Rothschild and his American agents 
graciously condescend to come to the 
help of the United States Treasury in 
maintaining the gold standard which 
has wrought the ruin, and only charges 
a small commission of $10,000,000 or so. 
Great God, that this proud government, 
the richest, most powerful on the globe, 
should have been brought to so low a 
pass that a London Jew should have 
been appointed its receiver, and pre- 
sumes to patronize us. 
“The responsibility of providing reve- 
nue and looking after the solvency of 
the treasury which rests with Congress 
has been usurped by the President. 
Why is he not impeached? 

“The encroachments of the Federal 
judiciary and the supineness and venal- 
ity—corruption, I may say—of the rep- 
resentative branches of the govern- 
ment are causes of deep concern to all 
thinking and patriotic men.

NEW AGRICULTURAL BILLS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The House 
Committee on Agriculture today fin- 
ished the bill making appropriations for 
the support of the Agricultural De- 
partment for the fiscal year 1897. The 
total amount carried by the bill is 383. 
158,392, as against $3,302,750 appropri- 
ated for the present fiscal year. The

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Rusiness Transacted Yesterday by 
the National Organization. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The Na- 
tional Board of Trade, at its morning 
session today, discussed at some length 
the report of the committee to which 
has been referred the several resolu- 
tions bearing on the money and cur- 
rency questions submitted by a num- 
ber of the constituent bodies of the 
board. 

The committee, in its report, states 
that it finds the unfortunate conditions 
which existed one year ago to be sub- 
stantially unchanged, and states that 
in “the judgment of the National Board 
of Trade the establishment of a sound, 
stable and efficient monetary system is 
essential to the restoration of confi- 
dence and the prosperity of our indus- 
trial interests, and such restoration is 
an immediate and urgent duty of Con- 
gress; thet the essential provisions in 
such a system should include the relief 
of the government by the retirement 
and cancellation of the legal tender 
notes, under safe and proper conditions 
as to time and method; also provision 
for the revision and extension of the 
national banking system under condi- 
tions which will maintain our monetary 
standard and secure to the country a 
safe and ample currency to take the 


place of the notes so retired.“ 


Ths report of the committee 
adopted by a vote of 43 to 9. 

The Committee on Bankruptcy re- 
ported the following, which, after dis- 
adopted: 

“Reso , that the National Board 
of Trade affirms its approval of the 
Torrey Bankruptcy Bill, and rges 
upon Congress its enactment of the 
only méasure that can give perma- 
nent begeficial results to the national 
interests of the United States. 

“Resolved, that the passage of an 
equitable bankrupt law during the 
present session of Congress is impera- 
tively,demanded in the interests of the 
entire country.“

4 FROZEN FACTS. 


We print today an article on the 
effect of the frost of last month on the 
orange crop of Southern California, 
which will be read with interest by 
others beside orange-growers and 
dealers. 

An absurd custom has prevailed 
among a few vacillating, cowardly and 
time-serving local papers of distorting, 
or suppressing altogether, the facts in 
regard to damage done from time to 
time by frost in a limited region that 
is not in the true citrus belt, although 
a large producer of oranges, owing to 
the age of the trees, which have 
escaned, while the fruit has been fre- 
quently frozen. In consequence, false 
impressions as to the possibilities of 
Southern California as an orange-grow- 
ing section have been disseminated 
abroad. 

The truth is that at least three- 
fourths of the damage done by frost 
every two or three or four years in 
Southern California is confined to a 
tract of three miles square, which last 
year produced about 20 per cent. of the 
total crop, and within five years will 

not produce 5 per cent., owing to the 
increased yield of younger sections. 

The colony of Riverside, having been 
started early, at a time when orange- 
growing on a commercial scale was a 
new industry in California, was until 
recently the leading orange-producing 
section of the State, and its fruit was 
quoted as the standard. In the East 

- all fine oranges were supposed to come 
from Riverside, and the rest from Los 
Angeles and “way stations.” 

When Riverside experienced one of 
her periodical freezes, damaged fruit 
Was sometimes shipped under another 
brand. The Riverside people have been 
inclined to assume a somewhat super- 
cilicus air in referring to other 
oranges, all of which Los Angeles has 
passed over in a good-natured way. 
We have not enlarged upon the fact 
that the oranges of Duarte, Glendora 
and other places in this county are 
fully equal to any raised in California, 
or that Redlands oranges are quoted at 
from 25 to 40 cents a box above those 
of Riverside. 

It is now, however, time to call a 
halt, not only in the interest of other 
orange-growing sections of Southern 
California, that are free from frost, but 
also for the sake of Riverside itself, 
which evidently needs to be delivered 
from its mistaken friends, for in that 
settlement are thousands of acres of 
first-class citrus land, planted and to 
be planted, although, if the present 
policy of mendacity and weak-kneed 
suppression of the truth is maintained 
for a few years longer, there will be 
found few outsiders ta believe it.

To try to grow oranges on al- 
falfa or corn land, as is being done in 
the lower section of Riverside, is a 
gamble, at which the player had a good 
chance with oranges at $3 a box, but 
not today. 
It is unjust that the orange-growers 
of Southern California should suffer, 
year after year, for the unfortunate 
mistake made by the Riverside 
pioneers planting orange groves on al- 
falfa land. Meantime, the local press 
and public-spirited citizens in the vari- 
ous citrus-fruit-growing sections would 
serve their own best interests by sit- 
ting severely down upon real estate 
men and others who recommend land 
for the culture of oranges and lemons. 
which they well know is not safe for 
that purpose. 
The Southern California Citrus Belt 
is all right. It is quite a capacious 
belt, but it won’t do to stretch it too 
far. |

Prof. Gayley of the State Unversity 
recently gave utterance to a sentence 
that should be written on the con- 
sciousness of every free-born Ameri- 
can, for it is pregnant with truth 
which, if heeded, would make forever 
safe the virtue and the patriotism of 
the republic.

OUR FUTURE. 


The wonderful economic progress 
which the United States has made dur- 
ing its past history has arrested the 
attention of foreign statisticians, and 
the world at large has stopped to mar- 
vel at our rapidly-increasing weal 
and prosperity. 

The wealth of the United States in 
cattle does not grow rapidly, and - the 
capital invested in manufactures in- 
creases gradually, but in all that 
makes comfort and luxury, in the num- 
ber of those who own their homes, 
and are capable of possessing them- 
selves of those things which make life 
worth living, we are progressing to a 
degree that is hopeful and assuring. 

Prof. R. H. Thurston of Cornell Uni- 
versity, who has been studying the 
problem of our future wealth and the 
trend of our modern progress, says: 
“Our mills, our factories, our work- 
shops of every kind are mainly en- 
gaged in supplying our people with the 
comforts and the luxuries of modern 
life, and in converting crudeness and 
barbarism into cultured civilization. 
Measured by this gage, we are 50 per 
cent. more comfortable than in 1880, 
sixteen times as comfortable as were 
our parents in 1850, and our children, 
j in 1900 to 1910, will have twice as 

many luxuries and live twice as easy 
and comfortable lives, if they choose 
so to do, as do we today.” 

Prof. Thurston from a careful study 
of our past and present, reasons most 
hopefully for our future, and he con- 
cludes that “within the next one or two 
generations the people will enjoy such

In an article published in the North 


American Review in September the 
professor writes: 

„A point has been reached at which 
the already enormous, and now rapidly - 
growing physical power of the world 
is being mainly directed, in civilized 
countries, and especially in the United 
States of North America, to the supply 
of comforts and luxuries to a people 
already, on the average, well cared: for 
and insured against suffering and 
hardship. 

„Very soon, and probably within an- 
other generation, the average citizen 
will possess comforts and luxuries and 
enjoy the advantages of leisure for 
thought and study and intellectual 
growth, which are today the sole pos- 
session of those who are distinctively 
denominated rich, The nation may be 
expected to become a country of lafge 
and well-distributed wealth and of, on 
the whole; well-to-do and contented 
people. 

“The direct ‘means and methods of 
progress are through the continual im- 
provement of the arts and sciences, 
and the steady reduction of the propor- 


tion of working-power applied to the 


manufacture of the more perishable 
forms of wealth, and through the 
steady gain in the productivenessof that 
power as a result of improvements in 
modern machinery and of the introduc- 
tion of new inventions.“ 


All this, of course, will not come at 
once, but the intelligent and industrious 
laboring man, as well as other classes, 
will be willing to work, in the hope 
of the not distant fulfillment of 
such hopes, which are founded upon 
logical reasoning from past conditions 
and progress to like advancement in 
the future.

ECONOMY OF GOOD ROADS. 


Much dam has been done to our 
public highways, in city and country, 
by the recent rains. It will cost a 
large amount of money, in the aggre- 
gate, to repair this damage. The Street 
Superintendent is quoted as saying 
that a steam roller is needed for use 
on the city streets after rainy weather. 
Such an implement might be of con- 
siderable benefit in crushing hard lumps 
of clay and in “smoothing” the streets, 
after the mud has been partly dried 
by sun and wind. But we shall never 
have permanent and really good roads 


‘in city or country until scientific prin- 


ciples are applied to their construction. | 
Well-constructed roads are far cheaper 

in the end than the miserable apologies 

for roads which are now found through- 

out Southern California—and through- 

out the United States, for that matter. 

All things considered, no better ma- 

terial than crushed stone for ordinary 

road-building has been discovered. The 

first cost of a macadamized road is 

heavier than that of a graveled road, but 

the cost of maintenance is so much less 

as to make the macadamized road by 

far the cheaper in the long run. There 

are in Europe today, in good repair, 

roads that were built by the Romans 

many centuries ago. Most famous of 
them ail is the celebrated Appian 

Way — Regina Viarum— “queen of 

roads.” These magnificent highways 

grow. better with time rather than 

worse, The cost of maintenance is 

merely nominal. A properly-built road 

is practically indestructible by ordi- 

nary use. The construction of such 

roads is, therefore, a measure of true 

economy, aside from the enormous 

benefits to the public. 
are beyond computation, They would 
be realized in a variety of ways, among 
which may be mentioned the saving 
of wear and tear on vehicles, horses 
and harness. The saving in time, and, 
therefore, in cost of transportation and 
treffic of all kinds, would also be an 
enormous factor of economy in favor of 
good roads. 

There is no question of greater. real 
importance before the people today 
than this question of highway improve- 
ment, both in city and country. The 
problem is simple and easy of solution 
if it be approached in the right way. 
The first great essential is a thorough 
awakening of the public to the neces- 
sity for better highways, and the vast 
benefits which they would bring to all 
classes of people. The second desidera- 
tum of vital importance is to place 
the construction and care, both of city 
streets and of country roads, in com- 
petent hands. No man is competent 
to superintend the construction of a 
public highway who is not a practical 
civil engineer, with special training 
for the work. The people’s money is 
annually wasted in vast sums by rea- 
son of ignorance and incompetency on 
the part of those to whom the work of 
construction is intrusted. California 
has thus wasted money enough on its 
city and country highways, since the 
State’s incorporation, to have placed 
them all in good and permanent condi- 
tion. Yet we have today very little to 
show for all this vast expenditure of 
money. 

It is time for this wanton waste to 
cease. Let intelligence and  well- 
directed scientific skill take the place 
of ignorance, empiricism and political 
jobbery.. 7 


After all the talk about the recogni- 
tion of the, belligerent rights of the 
Cuban insurgents, the Senate resolu- 
tions, which were read and placed on 
the calendar yesterday, are, so to 
speak, rather small potatoes.

Senator Tillman of South Carolina 
made a speech in the Senate of the 
United. States yesterday on the so- 
called silver bond bill. Mr. Tillman 
remarked, in the course of his address, 
that “all talk about sound money, and 
maintaining the credit of the United 
States, is part of a damnable scheme of 
robbery, having for its object the utter 
destruction of silver as money, the in- 
crease of the public debt, and the sur- 
render to corporations of the powcr to 
issue paper money.” Mr. Tillman fur- 
ther observed, with unwonted amia- 
bility, that President Cleveland is “a 
usurper, and the most gigantic failure 
that ever occupied the White House; 
that Secretary Carlisle is a Judas.“ 
etc., eto. All of which is exceedingly 
mild and temperate language for a 
free-silver orator, when really put 
upon his mettle (or metal.) From the 
free-coinage standpoint, Mr. Tillman’s 
“argument” was profoundly logical and 
convincing, not to say conclusive. 


Dan. Ransdell of Indianapolis, who 
was marshal of the district under 
President Harrison, expresses the opin- 
ion that the latter will be nominated 
at St. Louis for President.

WORK FOR FIREMEN. . 


Two Cottages Burned—Mrs. Cappel’s 
Heavy Loss. 


The fire department had plenty to do 


yesterday, being called out no less than 
four times. 


The residence of Mrs. McElfresh, on 
Twenty-fifth street near Central ave- 
nue, was burned to the ground about 
10 o’clock yesterday morning. The loss 
was in the neighborhood of $7000. No 
insurance. Mr. Kowalsky, a: harness- 
maker, occupied the building, and lost 
several sets of new harness. The fire 
is supposed to have originated from a 
gasoline explosion. The harness- 
maker had gone to the stable to take 
care of a stallion, and left the gasoline 
stove burning, and no one in the house. 
A neighbor discovered the fire first, 
but it had made so much headway that 
he could do nothing. The chemical en- 
gine was the first to reach the ground, 
but, strange to say, those who had it 
in charge did not seem to know how to 
turn the fiuid-on, and it remained idle. 
Finally Assistant Fire Chief Ed Smith 
arrived, and quickly turned the water 
on, but the house had gone up in smoke 
in the mean time. The legs of a piano, 
that were left standing. and other 
pieces of furniture, indicated that the 
house was well furnished, but - there 
was no one on the ground who could 
give any in‘ormation as to losses. 

About 6:45 pm. an alarm was rung 
from box No. 123 for a blaze at No. 
842 Center street. The department re- 
sponded, but before effective work 
could be done the cottage of Mrs. Cap- 
pel was a tota! loss. Mrs, Cappel and 
her little daughter had locked the 
house, leaving a lamp burning on a 
table inside, and started to walk up 
town. They had proceeded as far as 
Alameda street, having been absent 
only about ten minutes, when the alarm 
was rung, and looking back they saw 
the light of fire in the vicinity of their 
own home. Phey hastened to return 
and found everything in flames. Some 
furniture was saved. The house and 
contents were insured for $1100, but the 
loss is much heavier.

18 INCONSISTENT. 


SECRET INCARCERATION OF A 
HERALD EMPLOYEE. 


Louts C. Knell Imprisoned Without 
Charges Being Placed Against 
Him—It Makes a Big Difference 
Whose Ox is Greed.

In view of the fact that the Herald 
has appeared to be greatly exercised 
over the practice. of the Police De- 
partment in detaining suspected crim- 
inals without booking them in the 
outer office, and letting everybody 
know that so and so is in custody, 
Chief. of Police Glass yesterday re- 
marked that a little consisténcy on the 
part of the Herald wouid be appreci- 
ated. Being questioned as to what 
particular act of inconsistency on ‘the 
part of the vacillating Herald he re- 
ferred, the Chief showed a Times re- 
porter the. report. of Detective F. H. 
Steele, on the recent incarceration of 
one Louis C. Knell, a Herald employé, 
at the request of a werson connected: 
with the Herald office in a business 
capacity. Detective Steele’s repcrt 
said in, part: 

“On the evening of the 25th of this 
month, at about 7 o’clock, a telephone 
message was received at police head- 
quarters from the Herald office, in the 
Bradbury Block, asking that an officer, 
in citizen’s clothes, be sent there at 
once. Clerk Hensley was on duty at 
the time and he asked me to go to the 
Herald office.

I told 
Mr. Coyne also that I could not lock 
Mr. Knell’ up without he would give 
himself up voluntarily and go with me 
to the station, all of which Mr. Knell 
consented to do, at the same time 
stating that he wanted to see Mr. 
Coyne protected, as well as Mr. Coyne 
wanted to protect the Herald Com- 


pany. 
“Mr. Knell came with me to the Po- 
lice Station, and he asked me to see 


that the matter did not get into The 


Times: I assured him that he need 
have no fears of that, as I would not 
enter his name on the blotter, in the. 
outer office. I also told him that he 
could stay in the Receiving Hospital, 
but the danger in that would be that 
in case any one should be brought to 
the hospital hurt and he was in there, 
that the reporters would go into the 
hospital, and, seeing him in there, the 
matter might become public. He 
agreed with me, in that respect, so 
he was then put in the kitchen. Mr. 
Coyne also asked me if I would leave 


word. with the clerks, that when the 


telegram from. San Francisco’ should 
come, that he (Mr. Coyne) or any one 
else from the Herald office, could see 
All of which I did. It was. 
also ‘understood that in case the mat- 
ter was not satisfactorily fixed up, that 
the Herald company would prosecute 
Mr. Knell.” , 

Knell’s incarceration was kept. quiet 
as requested by the Herald, and as he 
managed to scrape enough money to- 
gether to make up his shortage, he 
was released on Monday morning 
without any charge being placed 
against him. Here was a case where 
the Herald had full and -exclusive 
knowledge of a.man’s imprisonment 
without being booked or having any 
charge preferred against him, but as 
the operation served the Herald’s own 
private interests it did not raise a 
howl about poor Knell being deprived 
of his constitutional rights, 

“It makes quite a difference whose 
ox is gored,” mused the big Chief, as 
the reporter rose to take his depar- 
ture, and echo answered “even so.” 

Knell is,the same young man who 
got into trouble some months ago by 


being charged with the émbezzlement 
of a violin.

GRAND ARMY TICKETS. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—One road in the 
Western Passenger Association will 
grant the thirty-day extension on the 
G. A. R. tickets, This is the Great West- 


ern, which has appealed to the chair- 


man of the association against the ac- 
_tion of the meeting yesterday in re- 
fusing to grant the demands of the 
Grand Army. Under the association 
agreement Chairman Caldwell is bound 
to decide within five days whether or 
not the road is entitled to felief. If he 
decides against the Western, it will 
give notice that it intends to grant the 
limit asked for. There was some likeli- 
hood today that the other roads would 
ignore the action of the Great West- 
ern, but the chances are that by the 
time next September rolls around, the 
rate will be generally met, if the en- 
campment is held at St. Paul. The 
Joint Traffic Association dealt out cold 
comfort to the Grand Army today, for 
it took action in relation to cheap ex- 
clrsions that practically announced 
that it wlil not grant as low a rate as 
has been given by the Western roads, 
and will not extend the time limit as 
long as the Western lines have already 
done. It has issued orders that no 
rate be made lower than one fare for 
the round trip, and that the longest 
limit be three days from the expira- 
tion of the meeting for which the re- 
ductions are made. A declaration has 
also been issued to the effect that the 
arrangements for the meéting of the 
National Educational Society at Buf- 
falo, are unauthorized, and must be 
‘revoked, The Joint Traffic Association 
claims jurisdiction over all business go- 
ing through Buffalo, and it is declared 
that in making the cheap rates for the 
meeting of the educational society, the 
Central Traffic Association went de- 
yond its powers. 

REDUCED RATES TO, NEW YORK. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—A new proposi- 
tion has been submitted to the West- 
ern roads authorizing reduced rates 
from Denver to New York for the 
opening of the New York Mining Ex- 
change, The last proposition aban- 
doned the idea of a special train, and 
provides for the passage of those inter- 
ested in the opening of the exchange 
going to New Tork in a Lody or indi- 
vidually. The roads are voting on the 
proposition. 

A VALLEY ROAD PURCHASE. 

FRESNO, Jan. 29.—Probably one of 
the largest single purchases of im- 
proved property yet made on the sys.

Judge Bradley Says it Was Some of 
Sechofield’s Spitework. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) — 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The case of | _

Maj. George A. Armes, the 
army Officer, whose arrest for insulting 
a superior officer was ordered by Gen. 
Schofield and who was released on a 
sensational ruling of Judge Bradley of 
the District Supreme Court, was given 
a formal hearing by Judge Bradley to- 
day. 

Counsel Morrison, for the defense, 
presented the mandate of the Court of 
Appeals, reversing the ruling of the 
lower court. He explained that it was 
not the intention of the government to 
carry out in its entirety the decision of 

he Court of Appeals and again place 

aj. Armes in close confinement pend- 
ing court-martial, but that the prose- 
cution practically sought only to have 
its course vindicated. 

Maj. Armes’s counsel agreed to these 
contentions of the prosecution. The 
court, in disposing of the matter, said 
the whole case appeared to be a piece 
of spitework on the part of Gen. Scho- 
field and that this belief was justified 
by the fact that there now appeared to 
be no intention to prosecute further. 
Today’s action leaves Maj. Armes con- 
structively under arrest, but it.is prob- 
able that the matter will not be pushed 
further.

The importance of the orange industry 
to Southern California may be realized 


crop yielded the growers about $3,000,- 
000, or $60 for each family in the seven 
southern counties. 

The orange crop does not mean alto- 
gether so much to Southern California 
as the cotton crop does to some of the 
Southern States; corn to the Western 
States, or wheat to the plains of the 
Northwest, for the. reason that, con- 
trary to the idea entertained by some 
eastern people, California raises a 
great many things besides oranges. 
Still, the orange crop is at present the 
most valuable product, and the success 
or comparative failure of the drange 
men in any season exercises a great in- 
fluence on business of every description, 
from Santa Barbara to San Diexo, and 
en being the case, it will readily 
be understood that the report of severe 
damage done by the - exceptionally 
heavy frost in the closing days of 1895, 
especially at Riverside, caused much 
anxiety in this city, and led to a de- 
mand for authentic information regard- 
_ing the extent of the damage which it 

has been very difficult to obtain. Opin- 
ions vary widely as to the extent of the 
loss. For the purpose of ascertaining 
the facts in the case, The Times in- 
structed a trusted member of its edito- 
rial staff to make a careful examination 
of the leading orange-growing sections 
in Riverside and San Bernardino coun- 
ties, and to report, without fear or fa- 
vor, the actual situation, as nearly as 
could be obtained from careful per- 
sonal observation and inquiry. 

The object of The Times in publish- 
ing the facts of this calamity whichhave 
befallen one of the most beautiful sec- 
tions of Southern California is, firstly, 
to give the truth, which the public has 
a right to expect, and, secondly, if pos- 
sible, to deduce some useful lessons 
from these repeated misfortunes fhat 
have overtaken some of the orange- 
growing sections during the past ten 
or fifteen years. 


SUPPRESSING THE FACTS. 


the newspaers in this section to cover 

up the damage done by frost to citrus 
fruit in Southern California. As usual, 
in such cases, the facts have. been 
greatly distorted, especially in the 
East, where little is known regarding 
the conditions that prevail here. This 

suppression of the facts has worked in- 
jury to those who own land where or- 
anges may be successfully grown with- 
out fear of frost, and has tended to in- 
jure the reputation of Southern Cali- 
fornia as an orange- growing section. 
For instance, only a few days ago a cir- 
cular was received from a firm of east- 
ern fruit dealers, in which was men- 
tioned a report that Southern Califor- 
nia had been visited by a frost similar 
to that which destroyed the Florida 
groves last winter. This would mean 
that not only all the oranges but most 
of the trees had been destroyed. We 
all know how far from the truth this 
statement is. A mature orange tree 
has never been killed in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and there are thousands upon 
thousands of acres of land on which 
* oranges have never sustained serious 
injury. Een a frost in Riverside does 
not mean that all the Riverside dis- 


from a perusal of the following state- 
ments. It is manifestly unjust that 
nine-tenths of the orange-growing sec- 
tions of Southern California should suf- 
fer for the misfortunes of the other 
tenth. 

The enterprising pioneers, who, dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years, have 
conjured up, as if by magic, one of the 
most beautiful spots in the United 
States, or in the world, on the site of 
a cactus-covered desert, are deserving 
of all praise for their tireless enter- 
Prise and unswerving faith; they are 
deserving of deep sympathy when they 
find that the labors of a year have been 
in vain; but it is impossible to see how 
their permanent interests can be served 
by continually suppressing facte, which 
must eventually become own to the 
eworld at large. 


THE CITRUS BELT. | 
— — 


How Jack Frost Played Havoc with 
the Riverside Groves. 

Traveling over the kite-shaped track, 
trom Los Angeles by way ot Pasadena, 
one sees no signs of damage by frost 
to the citrus trees along the Arroyo 
Seco, in Pasadena and the San Gabriel 
Valley. At North Pomona the trees 
have a healthy appearance. In _ the 
southern paft of Pomona, however,

trict has been afflicted, as will be seen. 


along the Southern Pacific track, and 
below, where planting has recently 
been pushed out into the lower grounds, 
a considerable amount of damage has 
been done in some groves. The same 
15 true of the lowest section of Ontario, 

here growers, have overstepped the 
danger line. Colton Terrace, which 
lies on a high and breezy mesa, has es- 
caped uninjured, and so has the greater 
part of East Riverside. After leaving 
East Riverside the first signs of dam- 
age begin to appear in the shape of 
frosted young growth on the trees and 
frozen oranges on the ground. In the 
business part of Riverside, and the 
thickly built-up residence section sur- 


| rounding it, the trees present a sorrow- 


ful appearance. The young growth is 
brown and withered, the trees are 
strewn underneath with dead leaves, 
and the ground is yellow with fallen 
fruit. Down Magnolia avenue many of 
the older orchards of large seedling 
trees, which furnish a dense shade, ap- 
pear to the umpracticed eye to have es- 
caped, but the dead leaves and fallen 
fruit seen everywhere tell another 
story. There is a great difference in 
the appearance of the trees in the 
groves. Sometimes trees on one side of 
the road look green and healthy, while 
on the other side they are badly 
blighted. As might be expected, the 
younger orchards have suffered the 
most. In some cases young trees from 
six to ten feet in height are entirely 
brown and withered, although in no 
cases did tt appear that such trees had 
been killed by the frost. The same con- 
dition of affairs prevails, to a greater 
or less extent, throughout the lower 
part of the settlement, which was first 
planted. 
VAGARIES OF THE FROST. 

A drive through the younger orange- 
growing section, along the foothills on 
the east side and down to Arlington 
Heights, at a considerable elevation 
above the valley shows a much better 
condition of affairs. Along Victoria 
avenue, which is on the summit of a 
ridge, the trees, even the younger ones, 
have a bright and healthy appearance, 


there being little seen of damage. Here, 


in places, may seen the only young 
growth of twigs that have not been in- 
jured by frost. The same is true of 
the greater portion of Arlington 
Heights. Even in this section, however, 
after leaving the ridge and driving 
down a little way, one comes upon 
patches of trees that have been badly 
frosted, with frozen oranges on the 
ground. The manner in which the frost 
has. touched some groves and spared 
others, and eyen some trees in the same 
grove, is curious. The cold air appears 
to act in much the same manner as 
water, trying to reach its level. Even 
on comparatively high ground, wher- 
‘ever there is a little depression, the 
trees are found to have been injured, 
while others on the slopes have es- 
caped. 

On the lower ground, wherever there 


is something of a ridge, the trees are 


in better condition. An instance of this 
is furnished by that section under Pa- 
chappa Mountain, known as Brockton 
Square, where are some of the oldest 
trees in the valley. Here, although the 
land is considerably lower than in the 
city of Riverside, the trees look well. 


The reason of this appears to be that, 


although the section is lower than Riv- 
erside, it is higher than the adjacent 
country, the land sloping toward Mag- 
nolia avenue, 80 that the frost had a 
chance to run off toward the lower 
land as water would have done. 

The lemon trees present a more di- 


Aapidated appearance than the orange 


trees. The lemon is a straggling tree 
at the best, and it takes little to knock 
it out of shape. 
It is also ‘noticeable that several rows 
of orange trees under the protection 
of a row of eucalyptus or cypress trees 
looked better than their neighbors. 
The selection of a site for a citrus 
orchard evidently needs the greatest 
care, To purchase land, plant, cuitivate 
and care for a grove until it begins to 
yield a crop requires a, large outlay of 
money and patience, and the man who 
embarks on such an enterprise cannot 
be too careful. The orange may be 
grown throughout California, from San 
Diego to Siskiyou, but to grow it asa 
commercial propositon is a very differ- 
ent thing. It is not sufficient that a 
section should have a warm tempera- 
ture in summer; there must be a high 
average in winter as well, and the 
temperature should never fall below a 
certain point. There are such locations 
in Southern California, and even north 
of the Tehachepi, but they are com- 
paratively limited in area. . 


THE MISTAKE OF THE PIONEERS. 


It is now nearly twenty-five years 
since the first orange trees were 
planted in Riverside. At that time lit- 
tle was known of the conditions of or- 
ange culture. The only grove of im- 
portance in bearing was the Wolfskill 
grove, on the site of the present tract 
of that name in Los Angeles. The Riv- 
erside settiers naturally chose land upon 
which they could with the greatest fa- 
cility conduct the necessary water for 
irrigation, and this is why we find so 
many of the oldest groves at River- 
side suffer the most from. frosts 
that come every few years. In the 
lowest part of Riverside, along Cali- 
fornia avenue, there has scarcely been 
a year since the founding of the settle- 
ment in which frost has not done more 
or less damage. It would be absurd to 
claim that this land is adapted to cit- 
rus culture. It is alfalfa land, and the 
early settlers made an unfortunate mis- 
take in trying to raise oranges there. 
As one of the most prominent citizens 
of Riverside said to the writer, they 
ought to grub up their trees and plant 


‘| something else. When a person has 


invested so much time and labor in a 
place, it is, however, natural that he 
should be loth to do this, and should 
continue to hope against hope. ; 

Various plans have been devised by 
Riverside people from time to time to 
fight the frost. For several years it 
was the custom to make asmudge with 
burning tar, so as to act as a cover- 
ing over the trees. It was found, how- 
ever, that this would float away down 
the river, and the custom has been 
abandoned: It is claimed that putting 
water on the land when a frost ap- 
proaches modifies the bad effects. A 
recent invention, not yet tried, consists 
of baskets made of wire netting, which 
it is said can be furnished at 6 cents 
apiece. In this coal, covered with pe- 
troleum, is burned, which it is claimed, 
when used at the rate of thirty to an 
acre, will create an air current and 
modify the effects of the frost. It is, 
however, extremely doubtful whether 
any such device will prove entirely sat- 
isfactory. 

HOW COLD WAS IT? 

Riverside is a great city for ther- 
mometers. They are displayed for sale 
in many of the store windows, are 
hung up in the hotels, and on some 
the trees in the yards. It might 
supposed that the citizens would be 
well informed regarding the tempera- 
ture during the recent severe frost, but 
in point of fact, a dense ignorance on 
the subject appears to prevail. Some 
say that the thermomter went down 
to 18 deg., or even lower, while others 
deny that it dropped below 22 deg., de- 
claring that the thermometers which 
showed a lower figure were not reliable 
ones. There seems to be no doubt that 
on the fateful morning of the last Sun- 
day in December, the mercury went be- 
low 20 deg., and what is of more con- 
sequence, it remained there for three or 
four hours. It is not necessary to tell 
a person versed in orange culture what 
this means. The orange tree will with- 
stand a considerable degree of cold for 
a brief period, but when the frost re-

THE DAMAGE DONE. 


Growers on the Lower Lands Are 
the Chief Sufferers. 

Now, as to the amount of damage done 
at Riverside by the frost. This is by 
no means so easy a thing to ascertain 
as might. be supposed. In the first 
place, the Riverside people themselves 
are as mum as oysters on the subject. 
It is, naturally, a serious question with 
them. The local papers have not men- 
tioned the fact that there was a frost. 
It is not easy to see. what good purpose 
to accomplish by such 
suppression of the facts, considering 
that the damage is as plain to the cas- 
ual observer as a boil on a man’s nose, 
while outsiders, not being able to as- 
certain the truth, naturally suppose 
the calamity to be much greater than 
it really is, and so represent it,with 
more or less recklessness. 

To show how opinions differ on the 


subject, it is only necessary to state 


that estimates of the damage to the 
fruit not yet shipped run all the way 
from 30 to 90 per cent. The truth, as 
far as it can be ascertained, is about 
half-way between these two extremes. 
It is impossible at present to ascertain 
exactly just what proportion of the 
oranges remaining on the trees are 
merchantable. The following estimate 
is a fair one. It certainly does not err 
on the side of over-estimating the 
damage done by the frost. 
ABOVE AND BELOW. . 

Under the old canal system of the 
Riverside Canal Company, which in- 
cludes the older groves, there are 
about 7000 acres planted to oranges. 
Under the Gage Canal there are about 
ten thousand acres of land, of which 
about six thousand acres are set out 
to citrus fruit. The old orchards are 
largely seedlings, while the trees that 


have been planted since are mostly na- 


vels and other budded varieties. These 
trees have only been planted from six 
to eight years at the most, while a 
majority are still younger, but as when 
planted they were two-year-old buds, 
the crop from them is already quite a 
considerable one. 

The season was early this year—sev- 
eral weeks earlier than usual, which 
accounts for the fact that up to the 
date of the frost 400 carloads of oranges 
had been shipped. When the frost 
came a leading commission firm, 
which had purchased a number of 
groves, rushed in its pickers from all 
over Southern California, and, alto- 
gether, 500 cars of oranges were 
shipped within two or three weeks fol- 
lowing the frost. This makes a total 
of 900 cars shipped. The estimates of 
the Riverside crop made before the 
frost ran from 2700 to 3000 carloads. 
Let us say there would have been 2900 
carloads, had the calamity not oc- 
curred. That would leave 2000 carloads 
yet on the trees—or under the trees. 
Of che ent that “about 
twelve hundred and fifty carloads are 
in the lower part of the settlement, 
under the old :canal, .and 750 carloads 
on the higher land. Of these it is safe 
to say that not more than two hun- 
dred and fifty carloads of sound fruit 
will be shipped from the lower section 
and 550 from the groves under the 
Gage system, making a total of 800, or 
40 per cent. of the crop that should 
have been shipped. 


This is a liberal estimate and should 


more than this number of cars be 


shipped it is safe to say that a consid-. 


erable proportion of the fruit will. not 
be in ‘first-class condition when. it 
reaches its destination, The 500 car- 
loads which were shipped immediately 
after the frost have raised a howl of 
protest from dealers all over the coun- 
try. A large proportion of the ship- 


ments have been rejected, and dealers. 


say they don't want any more Califor- 
nia oranges until they can be sure of 
getting something that their customers 
will not return to them. They call the 
frozen fruit “‘calamity oranges.“ 

The orange does not immedately 
show the effects of a frost. It takes a 
week or more to develop the damage. 
After a little rain or warm weather the 
injury to the fruit becomes apparent, 
and the oranges that are the worst 
damaged drop to the ground. After a 
short time the juice in the frozen or- 
ange evaporates and the fruit becomes 
dry and insipid. It does not follow that 
all the oranges left on the trees are in 
first-class condition. Even those that 
appear to be all right when they are 
packed may develop injury when the 
boxes are opened at their destination. 
This uncertainty makes it very diffi- 
cult to tell with any approach to exact- 
ness what proportion of the remaining 
crop is damaged, but it is safe to say 
that the above is an outside estimate 
of the amount of fruit that can be de- 
pended upon to arrive in good condi- 
tion at the end of a long journey. The 
exaggerated news of injury that has 
been spread among Eastern dealers re- 
garding the condition of all oranges in 
California, owing to the course pur- 
sued by the Riverside peonle in sup- 
pressing the facts of the case, has nat- 
vrally tended to make dealers mere 
than usually susvicious, and all Cali- 
fornia oranges will be very closely scru- 
tinized until the end of the season. 


DEMORALIZED MARKETS. 


There is at present scarcely anything 
doing in the way of shipments at Riv- 
erside. Several of the packing-houses 
have closed down, and will not resume 
operations this season. The refusal of 
banks to advance on shipments has in- 
creased the difficulty of moving the 
crop.. The manner in which shipments 
have fallen off is shown by the follow- 
ing statement from the Riverside En- 
terprise of the 26th:

This falling off is largely due to the 
manner in which the Eastern markets 
have been clogged up with damaged 
fruit, the effect of which has been felt 
in all the orange producing-districts of 
Southern California. It was supposed 
that this year the Southern California 
oranges would have the market to 
themselves, owing to the destruction 
of the Florida crop, but it happens that 
very large shipments have been re- 
ceived in the East from Europe, Ja- 
maica and other points, thus compli- 
cating the situation. 4 

The harm that is done to the orange 
industry in California by the shipment 
of frozen fruit is shown by the follow- 
ing editorial remarks in the New York 
Sun of January 26: 

„We wish again at the opening of the 
new year, as we wished at this time 
last year, that the California orange- 
growers would send us only such or- 
anges as are of the best quality, or at 
least that are fit to eat. This market 
is now full of California oranges that 
are a discredit to the State, and a grief 
to their consumers. It will never do 


for California t® carry on this way 
year after year.” 

The fruit exchanges state that they 
will exercise the greatest care in send- 
ing forward fruit, excluding all that has 
been damaged. That frozen fruit will 
go forward there is no doubt. Itis a 
dificult thing for a man who has his all 
invested in an orange grove to refrain 
from getting a little out of it, if he has 
a chance, even if it is only 25 cents a 
box. The gravity of the situation is in- 
creased by the fact that a large number 
of growers are heavily mortgaged. They 
had counted on this year to pull them 
out of the hole, seeing that there would 
be no competition from Florida, while 
there Was every prospect of a large crop 
in this section. The Riverside orange 
growers have, indeed, been playing in 
hard luck.” Last year many of them 
held on to their fruit too long, and a 
considerable quantity was not shipped. 
The previous year there was a frost, 
which did considerable damage; the 
year before the market was demor- 
alized, and four years ago there was 
another heavy frost, which some say 
Was even worse than that of last 
month, ‘ 

To sum up the situation at Riverside, 
there are, say, 1250 carloads in the 
lower part of town and 750 on the higher 
ground, a total of 2000 carloads not yet 
shipped. Of this a liberal estimate 
gives 250 carloads from the lowlands 
and 550 from the higher lands as the 
of sound fruit for 

e present season. It is more tha 
likely that the total will fall conbider 
ably below this figure. 


THE MONEY LOSS. 


The money loss to Riverside through 
this frost is very considerable, although 
it is not so important as the loss of 
reputation the settlement — suffers 
through, these repeated calamities, 
which, as above shown, are due to the 
mistake made by those who founded 
the colony. Taking the estimated crop 
before the freeze at 2900 carloads, that 
would. have netted the growers at 
least $1,200,000. Supposing the above es- 
timate of loss to be correct—say, 1200 
carloads—to this must be added the 
greater part of the 500 carloads rushed 
off immediately after the frost, which 
will net the growers little or nothing, 
except Where they were bought out- 
right before the frost. So, altogether, a 
loss of 1500 carloads, or at least $500, - 
000 in money, which the Riverside peo- 
ple can ill afford to lose after the re- 
verses of the past few years. The loss 
will be unevenly divided among the 
growers, Some will lose everything 
while others will lose next to nothing. 

A few of the growers have reason to 
congratulate themselves on their luck 
in getting out just in time. B. F. Allen 
sold his crop on three and one-half 
acres, just before the frost, for the 

dsome sum of $1100.

IN OTHER PLACES. 


The Loss Elsewhere Slight—Lessons 
of the Freeze. 


After leaving Riverside, a trip to 
Redlands brings one to an orange- 
growing section that looks as if it be- 
ionged to another part of the world. 
This wonderful settlement that has 
been created since the real estate boom 
of 1887, has now 10,000 acres in citrus 
fruit. Last year there were shipped 
525 carloads, and this season it is ex- 
pected that the shipments will ent 
to 650 wh t 20 have 
already gone forward. A drive of sev- 
eral hours 3 Redlands and Lu- 
gonia failed to discover the slightest 
trace of damage to the most tender 
shoot. Even lemon trees in nursery 
appeared to be uninjured. On the edge 
of the Redlands district, down toward 
Old San Bernardino, in the valley, some 
damage has been done, but this is 
Where the citrus belt has been pushed 
over the line of safety. Zip 

The condition of the Redlands or- 
anges is well shown by the fact that, 


| in spite of the glut in the Eastern mar- 
Kets, growers are refusing $2.25 a box, 


holding out for $2.60. 

The same is true of Highlands. In 
Highlands proper there has been no 
damage, but out on the edge of West 
Highlands, where trees have been re- 
cently planted on lower lands, there 
are a number that have been blighted 
by the frost. These, however, are not 
trees in bearing, and the crop of High- 
lands oranges will not be affected. 

From reliable reports that have been 
received by merchants it appears that 
the damage to the crop has been chiefly 
confined to the lower section of Riv- 
erside. In other e sections, wherever 
growers have planted orange trees out- 
side of the true citrus belt, some dam- 
age has been done. This is the case 
at Pomona, Azusa, Santa Ana, Ana- 
heim and other points, wherever plant- 
ing has been extended beyond the warm 
benchlands. It is estimated, however, 
that the total damage to the crop, out- 
side of Riverside, will not exceed 10 
per cent. The crop of Southern Call- 
fornia this season was estimated at 
9000 carloads. There will now probably 
not be shipped more than 7500 carloads, 
if as much. 

THE FROZEN FACTS. 

The facts of the recent freeze may, 
therefore, be summed up by the state- 
ment that the damage done was chiefly 
confined to the lower section of River- 
side, where orange trees were planted 
before the conditions of citrus culture 
were understood. Outside of that section 
the only notable damage done is where 
land-owners, in their anxiety to grow 
oranges, have pushed their groves be- 
yond the safety-line. In the true citrus 
belt of, Southern California—on the 
warm nchlands and foothills—there 
has been no damage. 

Unfortunately, it is on the lowlands 
of Riverside that orange culture in 
Southern California was first at- 
tempted on a large scale. The ship- 
ments from Riverside have grown 
from fifteen carloads 1880 to 
500 carloads in 1885, 1500 carloads in 1890 
and 1900 carloads last year. To thou- 
sands of eastern people Riverside is 
Southern California, as far as orange- 
growing is concerned. Riverside or- 
anges acquired a reputation above all 
others; so much so that shippers placed 
a Riverside brand on the best Los An- 
geles county fruit, in order to obtain 
a better price. This, by the way, is 
no longer the case. Redlands oranges 
rate in the market at from 25 to 40 
cents a box higher than Riversides. 
The fact that Riverside has become so 
well known throughout the East as an 
orange-growing section makes it es- 
pecially unfortunate that the older or- 
chards there should have been planted 
on land that is now recognized as not 
suited to the culture of citrus fruits. 
It makes it necessary that outsiders 
should be informed that Riverside is by 
no means all of orange- growing South- 
ern California, and that there is in 
Riverside itself a great difference be- 
tween certain locations where the or- 
ange is grown. 

While these repeat@i digasters are 
most unfortunate to the owners of 
groves in the lower section of River- 
side, that city may congratulate itself 
that it has thousands of acres upon 
wihich the orange may be safely culti- 
vated, and of this area much has not 
yet been planted. The older section is 
almost all planted, so that any further 
serious mistakes are not likely to be 
made there, even if people h not 
learned from the experience of the 
past. The people of Riverside owe it 
to themselves to repress the attempts 
of real estate dealers to sell

undesirable land for the culture of cit~ |

rus fruits, as such action can only re- 
sult in harm to the reputation of the 


‘place. 


There does not seem to be any use 
to which the frozen fruit can be put. 
It is even said to be comparatively 
worthless as a fertilizer. Possibly a 
market might be found for the peel, 
which is in demand in the large cities, 
but the expense of procuring it would 
take away a large percentage of the 
profits. A new industry that is to be 
inaugurated at Riverside is the manu- 
facture of orange wine. Chicago men, 
who say they have ample capital, are 
about to start an enterprise of this 
description. They will mature the 
wine, and not offer any for sale for 
two or three years. In this manner 
frozen fruit might be utilized, if gath- 
ered immediately after a frost, before 
the juice begins to disappear. 

WHAT RIVERSIDE NEEDS. 

What Riverside apparently needs 
badly is more general farming—more 
attempt to raise what thé population 
consumes, besides oranges. The time 
has gone by when a man of small 
means can plant ten acres to orange 
orchard and live in comfort for the 
rest of his life on the proceeds, bulld- 
ing a big house, hiring all his work 
done, and buying his vegetables, milk, 
butter, eggs, hay and other supplies 
for cash. Oranges can ‘be grown with 
profit at 50 cents a box, but not by 
men who run their places in this fash- 
ion. The Riversider inclines to turn 
up his nose at the alfalfa farmer, but 
with hay at $12 a ton, or thereabouts, 
the latter often has the laugh on his 
more aristocratic neighbor, besides 
sleeping better at night, when the 
thermometer runs down into the twen- 
ties. 
Meantime, let it again be emphati- 
cally stated that orange-growing in 
Southern California is as safe as any 
other branch of horticulture, and more 
profitable than most of them, as long 
as the grower is careful to select a 
location that is in all respects adapted 
to the raising of citrus fruit. How 
such conditions vary may be seen from 
the statement that on the night of the 
severe frost at Riverside there was a 
Gifference of 8 deg. between the tem- 
perature of Indiana and California ave- 
nues. 

The frost of December, 1895, may 
prove a blessing in disguise to the Riv- 
ersiders if they determine to profit by 
the lessons which it teaches, and look 
the facts squarely in the face, instead 
of trying to suppress them. 


WHAT IS HOME? 


CANNOT BE THE ABIDING PLACE OF 
A LODGER. 


On this Disputed Point Landlord and 


 YRoomer” are Having a Lively 
Spat—Ordered Out for Calling His 
Quarters Home.“ 


“Mrs. L. M. Foster of Portland, Or., 

is in the city, and at present is visit- 
ing at the home of Mrs. A. W. Wright, 
No. 629 South Flower street.”’ 
This little paragraph, printed in The 
Times of Tuesday, in compliance with a 
request, has caused a peck of trouble 
in two famimes. On the day of the 
publication an unsigned note was re- 
ceived at the editorial rooms, which 
read: “Correction. In an article in yes- 
terday’s Times, Mr. A. W. Wright 
claims No. 629 South Flower street as 
being his home. No. 629 South Flower 
street is the property and family home 
of an old resident, and not of A. W. 
Wright.” 

In the absence of more explicit in- 
formation the “correction” was not 
published, and yesterday afternoon 
Daniel Elsworth, who turned out 
to be its author and “the old 
resident” referred to, called to see 
why the personal paragraph had 
not been denounced as a _ fabrica- 
tion. Mr. Elsworth said that the 
house at the number given is his 
own house and residence and any other 
person claiming it as his home is an 
impostor. He admitted reluctantly that 
there were roomers in the house and 
among them there might be one named 
A. W. Wright. Mr. Elsworth indig- 
nantly resented that a roomer“ might 
consider his abiding place his home, 
although living in rented lodgings. He 
could see in the personal paragraph 
nothing but an attempt to claim the 
ownership not only of the home“ but 
of the house. He was greatly enraged 
at the idea of a lodger giving that ad- 
dress as his home, and was deter- 
mined that the “correction’’ should be 
printed. 

For further particulars of the case 
Mr. Elsworth seemed reluctant to give, 
a Times reporter went to the home of 
Mr. Elsworth and alleged home of Mr. 
Wright. Mrs. Daniel. Elsworth ap- 
peared in answer to the bell. When 
asked if Mr. Wright was in, she an- 
swered the question by asking another. 
“What do you want to see Mr. Wright 
for?’ When the explanation was given 
she gave a lofty stare of contempt and 
said No“ in a manner that boded no 
good for Mr. Wright. After a few more 
questions the hostess became more con- 
descending and, warming on her sub- 
ject, told this tale: “This Wright is the 
most impudent man that I ever saw; 
he only has rooms here, he and his 
wife. They have been here three weeks 
and now he thinks he owns the house. 
His impudence is awful, and he’s in the 
real estate business. I gave him a 
piece of my mind this morning, and 
now we are trying to get papers to 
have him put out. Oh, the man is re- 
ally dreadful and there’s us that built 
this house ten years, my husband hav- 
ing lived here for sixty years and sold 
the first ton of Gallug coal in this 
place. Well, there, as I said, it’s awful. 
We won’t stand it any longer. Mind 
you write the correction notice right 
and put it in The Times tomorrow. 
I'll look for it.“ 

Mr. Wright was seen and asked for 
his side of the story, and he sald in sub- 
stance: “I have rooms at 629 South 
Flower street, and have stayed there 
now some three weeks. Three weeks 
of misery they have been, for worse 
old cranks and more ignorant people 
than my landlord and his wife I never 
met. They kick at everything and you 
cannot call your soul your own. A rich 
and estimable young lady from Port- 
land visited us a few days ago and, 
not wishing to put up at an hotel, ac- 
cepted our invitation to stay with us. 
She has lots of friends and, wishing 
to let them know that she was here, 
a friend of mine sent a personal to The 
Times saying that she was staying 
with us at our home, No. 629 South 
Fiower street. When Mrs. Elsworth 
saw this she abused me in a fearful 
manner, calling me evereything bad 
that she could think of, and sent up 
her husband with that correction no- 
tice. Now, I appeal to you, if I have 
paid my rent and have a receipt, have 
I not a right to call that place my 
home? They ordered me to leave the 
house, and I refused, saying: ‘Pay me 
my month’s rent back and I will quit 
in an hour,’ but they have refused, 
so there I shall stay until the 16th of 
next month, when my time expires. 
These are the facts in the case so far. 
Interesting developments may be looked 
for in the near future. A. W. Wright's 
home life is liable to be rather pyro-

INTERESTING ORDI NANCHS, 


Laws Relating to Stock-yards and 
Obstructing of Streets. 3 


Several ordinances of more th 
a 
ual interest that came before the 3 
cil Monday are now being considered 
by the members of the Land Commit- 
tee to whom they were referred for 
approval or amendment. 

One of these ordinances, by its provi- 
sions, regulates the use of the side- 
walks, crosswalks and public parks of 
the city, making it unlawful to obstruct 
or to occupy the same, so as to prevent 
frée passage thereon. It is also made 
unlawful for any number of persons to 
gather or assemble together, or assem- 
_ upon any walk or roadway in the 
city so as to molest or anno rs 
passing along the same. A * $200 
or @ sentence of ninety days in the 
City Jail are the penalties imposed for 
@ violation of the proposed new law. 

Persons who have suffered in the past 
by reason of proximity to horse cor- 
rals, cattle corrals or sale stables, will 
be glad to know that the Land Com- 
mittee is considering an ordinance 
which sets apart a district where such 
places may be operated, and confines 
their operation to that district. 

The territory specified by the ordi- 
nance begins at Alameda and Aliso 
Streets, running east through Aliso to 
the west side of the Los Angeles River, 
thence north along the river to New 
Main street,. thence southwest along 
New Main street to the corner of Ala- 
meda street, thence southerly along 
Alameda street to the point of begin- 
ning. The district thus described is to 
be known as the City Hay Market and 
Stockyards District for the city of 
Los Angeles. 

By the ordinance creating this dis- 
trict, it is made unlawful for any per- 
son to maintain any horse or cattle cor- 
ral or sale stable or stockyard outside 
of the limits of the district prescribed, 
or within 200 feet of any church or 
schoolhouse. Violations of this ordi- 
nance are punishable by a fine of $200 
or by imprisonment for a time not to 
exceed ninety days. 

Both of these ordinances are expected 
to come before the Council next Mon- 
day for adoption. 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 
Department Matters Discussed and 
Routine Business Transacted. 


At the regular meeting of the Fire 
Commissioners yesterday, Commissioner 
Vetter introduced for adoption the fol- 
lowing petition to the City Council: 

We hereby respectfully ask that 
your honorable body have double hy- 
drants placed on the east side of Broad- 
way and Spring streets in the middle 
of blocks extending from First to 
Seventh streets, and on Main street 
from Commercial to Seventh stieet: 
also on Los Angeles street from Aliso 
to Second street: said hydrants to be 
conrected with the largest water main 
on the streets mentioned At present 
all hydrants on the streets named are 
situated at corners and on the west 
side of said streets, necessitating. in 
case of fire the use of long lines of hose 
and great obstruction of street traffic. 
The district described covers to a 
large extent the conflagration hazard 
of the city, and should have the addi- 
tional protection thus afforded.”’ 

The petition to the Council received 
the indorsement of the Commission, and 
was adopted at once. 

Assistant Chief Smith's action in re- 
ducing Driver Springer to the position 
of fireman, and promoting Fireman 
Del Valle to the position, was sustained 
by the Commission.. Springer has

THE COURTS. 


Coroner Campbell Exonerated from 
All Charges. 

After many delays, the indictment 
found by the grand jury against the 
Coroner, Dr. George W. Campbell, for 
alleged false demands and consequent 
perjury in swearing to them, was 
brought up for trial yesterday in De- 
partment One. It took just an hour 
from the empaneling of the jury for 
both sides of the case to be fully pre- 
sented, and at the end ‘df that time Dr. 
Campbell, completely exonerated from 
all blame, was receiving the congratu- 
lations of his friends in the courtroom, 


and indulging in an all-around hand- 
shaking. 


Mr. Storrs and Mr. Stuart represented 
the grand jury, and assisted Mr, Wil- 


| liams in engineering the case, what 


there was of it to engineer. After the 
testimony of Dr. A. J. Carson, whe 
stated that he was the physician who 
called in the Coroner at the death of 
the infant son of Henry and Alma 
Locke, in order that a proper burial 
certificate might be issued, A. B. 
Campbell, Esq., attorney for the de- 
fense, rose and admitted all the rest 
of the testimony against the Coroner, 
Some of the evidence was read by the 
District Attorney, merely as a matter 
of form, and Gen. Campbell, after @ 
preliminary statement that there was 
nothing in the case, and that the Cor- 
oner had but acted under the instruc. 
tions of the District Attorney, and in 
accordance with the established ous 
tom of his predecessors, read an ads 
vit signed by Chief Deputy Distriet At- 
torney Holton, which set forth the ad- 
vice given by him to Dr. Campbell. ....., 
When the Coroner first entered upon 
the discharge of his official duties, he 
discovered upon the books of his/pre- 
decessor certain cases wherein an m- 
vestigation had been held by the Cor 
oner without a jury, and a fee of 3% 
was charged. Dr. Campbell asked Mr. 
Holton about the law on the subject, 
and was told that a coroner was the 
judge of an inquest, except In certain 
ceses specified by law, and that it lay 
within his discretion to call a jury or 
not in a case where death had resulted 
simply from natural causes. As to the 
question ot fees, Mr. Holton said that 
this point was regulated by the stat- 
ute, which. fixed the fee at $10, and that 
the Board of Supervisors had no righ 
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er it; it was $10 or nothing for an 
sawest, with or without a jury. 

After the reading of the affidavit, Dr. 
Campbell was called to the stand and 
ea that, during the first month of 
Bis holding office, he had consulted Mr. 
Molton, and had been advised not to 
an autopsy unless in cases where 
i was necessary, and to do without a 
Sury in simple cases, from motives of 
om to the county. He had held 
the inquest upon the Locke child in ac- 
ie with this advice. When 
in by the family physician, who 
mould not issue a burial certificate, as 
he had not been present at the death 
mr the child, the Coroner had sworn 
and examined the physician and the 

nts, who testified that the child 
had died of the disease known as maras- 
mus, or gneral failure of the entire 
Niem. The burial certificate was is- 
Wed upon -this testimony, there being 
HO meoessity for a jury in the case, and 
ithe inquest was duly recorded. 

After this test case, upon which the 
indictment’ for perjury had deen 
founded, was thus disposed of, Dr. 
Campbell turned to some of the records 
Of his predecessors, and proved that in- 
Guests without a jury were a matter of 
long-established custom. Resuming the 
Stand, he stated to the jury that his 
motive in following this precedent was 
Simply that of economy to the county, 
there being no difference, as far as he 
himself was concerned, except on rare 
occasions, when he might be obliged to 
hold an inquest in some remote place, 
Where a jury would be difficult to get 
together. As to his fees, he had acted 
by the advice of the District Attorney 
in claiming his legal fee, and had never 
put in a demand for $5. 

A. W. Francisco, chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors, was called, and 
testiNed that the custom of $5 fees, in 
bases where no jury was called, had 
been established in 1893, but he had no 
Knowledge that Dr. Campbell was 
Ware of that rule. The record of the 
Coroner’s claims was produced, and 
Showed no demand for $5 in any case. 

Gen. Campbell then briefly requested 
the court to advise the jury to acquit, 
and Mr. Williams, speaking in behalf 
of the State, joined in the request. 


Judge Smith made a short address to 


the jury, in which he averred that he 
had high respect for the grand jurors 
personally, but considered that, in 
Anding this indictment, they had made 
@ mistake. There was clearly no inten- 
tion of perjury, as the Coroner had 
acted under the advice of the District 
Attorney and by the established cus- 
tom of his predecessors. At the very 
worst, there was nothing more serious 
than a misapprehension all around, 
The form of inquest and the charges 
Were prescribed by the statute, and it 
Was barely possible that by this time 
the Coroner knew pretty clearly just 
What an inquest was, and that the law 
required a jury. There was no small- 
est ground for an accusation of per- 
gury, and the court strongly advised 
the jury to acquit. 

The jury did so with cheerful prompt- 
ness, and Mr. Williams, with a fatherly 
Bmile that took in all the courtroom, 
dismissed the case. In another mo- 


ment the Coroner was being congratu- 


lated within an inch of his life, and 
Marched out, looking as though he 
Owaed the earth with a picket fence 
around it. The only men present who 
Aid not seem to share in the general 
enthusiasm were the somewhat crest-

The Cripple Creek Mines. 


(E. Benjamin Andrews in the Febru- 
ary Scribner’s:) On the western slope 
of Pike’s Peak, about twenty miles 
away, in a direct line, lies Cripple 
Creek, now the leading gold-mining 
camp of Colorado. It is not to be men- 
tioned as a health resort, as it is 9500 
feet high and much exposed, nor should 
the invalid even visit it without his 
physician’s consent. But it is an inter- 
esting place for a robust man. Its 
mines, which for so long were looked 
upon as not likely to amount to much, 
really do amount to a good deal, as 
any one who cares for statistics may 
learn by consulting a mining broker. 
Lying, as it does, within the limits of 
El Paso county, it has thrown much 
business into Colorado Springs, the 
county seat. Some people near and far 
have made money out of these mines. 
One, a carpenter, who used to work in 
the Springs for $3 a day, now owns the 
whole Independence mine, and draws 
from $40,000 to $100,000 from it each 
month. During the first four months of 
1895 his income from various mining 
properties was $600,000. As an offset to 
this man’s luck, it should be said that 
many persons, visitors in Colorado, as 
well as permanent residents, have in- 
vested much money in mines which 
they could not well afford to lose,

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 29.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Southern California is 
promised a flying squadron on her own 
account. In addition to the flagship 
Philadelphia, which has arrived inside 
the harbor, there will arrive in the 
near future the Monterey, Albatross 
and Thetis. The swell outside the har- 
bor rolled the Philadelphia about so 
merrily that Capt. Cotton decided to 
bring the ship into the inner harbor, 
where she rides at anchor as calmly as 
a duck in a millpond. The projected 
gun practice and drilling will be car- 
ried on later. With the exception of 

Baltimore, the Philadelphia is the 
argest war vessel ever entering this 
She is manned by thirty-four 
officers and 350 men.

RIALTO LOT OWNERS BEING SUED 
IN FORECLOSURE PROCKEDINGS. 


— 


The Peculiar Condition of Affairs in 
the Semi-Tropic Land and Water 
Company—Discrepancies in the 

Books of Ceunty Officers. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 29.— 
(Regular Correspondence.) Another 
sad chapter must soon be written in the 
history of gigantic enterprises sur- 
passing the means of the promoters. 
The Semi-Tropic Land and Water 
Company held an immense body of 
land on which were located the towns 
of Rialto, Bloomington, Fontana. and 
Sausevaln. The company placed upon 
this land a mortgage for $250,000 for 
money loaned by the San Francisco 
Union. Land under this mortgage was 
sold in small parcels to hundreds of 
settlers. There was an agreement 
whereby pleces of land sold could be 
released upon the payment of the pro 
rata portion of the mortgage indebted- 
ness. It is alleged by many of the. 
buyers of small tracts that they had 
paid to the Semi-Tropic Company 
money for the release of their lands, 
and that they were never released. Be 
this as it may, the fact remains t 
some time ago the Savings Union 
gan suit for the foreclosure of the 
mortgage, naming 448 defendants, 
many of them innocent purchasers. 
Since the beginning of the suit, many 
of these individual holders of land have 
secured releases. The assessor's rec- 
ords show that something like 200 land- 
owners in the tract are still under ghe 
mortgage and likely to lose their prop- 
erty. It is expected that judgment will 
be rendered in the suit Monday next. 

In a great many cases the buyers of 
this land were poor men, who invested 
their all in the hope of building a 
home, have struggled for years to 
grow orchards and have encountered 
obstacles severe enough under the best 
of circumstances, and having exhausted 


their resources can now only await: 


the fall of the Sheriff's hammer to sig- 
nal the transfer of their homes to other 
parties, 


ASSESSOR AND TAX COLLECTOR.

Electric Light and Power Company 
is Reaching Out. Ree 
REDLANDS, Jan. 29.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Redlands Electric 
Light and Power Company is an enter- 
prising corporation. General Manager 
H. H. Sinclair has recently closed a 
contract with the Riverside city trus- 
tees whereby the company is to fur- 
nish power for all electric purposes in 
that city for twelve years, the city to 
have two options for extensions of ten 
years each. A similar contract has 
been closed with Colton. The company 
is also in a fair way to secure con- 
tracts for power from several manufac- 
turing concerns of importance. The 
power of the company is developed 
from the water of Mill Creek, carried 
through pipes and turned into Pelton 
water wheels with a pressure of 300 
feet. To provide ample power, the 
company has just let the contract to 
the Lacy Manufacturing Company of 
Los Angeles for 3200 feet of steel pipe, 
which will extend the present pipe line 
to 11,000 feet, and increase the pressure 
to 550 feet, thus greatly increasing the 
available power. It is estimated that 
the company will maintain under the 
new arrangement from 1200 to 1500 
horse-power. Work on this extension 
will be begun at once. 3 
With an eye to the future, the com- 
pany has leased, for a long term cf 
years, the fine power ig the Gage Ca- 
nal at East Riverside, which will 
eventually be developed.

(February Scribner’s:) There is a 
great deal of advice given by 
writers and preachers to contem-
